Ita continuous use can be 
traced back .to 1640 when a 
certain John Crook commenced 
publishing in London’s St Paul's 
Churchyard "At the Sign: of the 
Ship.” A third relevant point Is 
that the first Thomas Longman 
jo enter the book trade was born 
in 1609. | . 

This Thomas Longman com- 
pleted his seven-year opprentice- 
ship In 1732, having been bound 
to Jonn Osborn, stntioncd and 
bookseller at the sign of the 
Oxford Arms In Lombard Slreet, 
Lonlon, The death of Osborn’s 
good friend, William ‘Taylor, who 
was In business at the signs of 
Ship and the Black Swan, in 
Paternoster Row, ¢nabicd the 
young.
